“3. It seems legitimate to deduce 

from the context of the articles of 


‘of the real political and juridical in- 
dependence of the holy see is not to

Italy restoration, even in 
the most reduced form, of temporal 
power, which ceased in 1870, with an 
incommensurable advantage to the 
moral prestige, in our opinion, of the 
church of Rome, is, and should de, 
beyond all discussion. 

“The Fascists, who are really aware

tion, easily and rapidly. 

Fascists Will Not Abdicate. 
“There never was a knot in history 
which was not untied either by force, 
by patience, or by sagacity. Thus it 
will be with the Roman question. The 
Fascist régime, which has before it 
the whole twentieth century, can suc- 
ceed without abdicating to anybody 
the fundamental right of the state in 
matters where demo-liberalism failed 
repeatedly. The conclusion can be 
thus: It is Gmeult, but not impos- 
sible.”

Gives Out Statement. 
Immediately after posing for pic 
tures with his wife and relatives at the 
hotel, Carroll handed the newspaper 
men a prepared statement. He said he 
had felt the humiliation of imprison- 
ment, but “ now I trust I may return 
peacefully to my work in the theater.” 

For over six months,” said Car- 
roll’s statement, I have been a pris- 
oner. During every moment within 
this grim penitentiary I have experi- 
enced a common heartache with the 
thousands of other men in this sorry 
place. My constant companion has 
been a great shadow of humiliation, a 


heavy sense of moral degradation, and 


I find it most difficult to express my 
real emotions without having them.

Yellowley Tells Plans for 
Drive on Violators.

Won't Tolerate Violations. 
“The owner, with his captains of

law violations. The violator should be 
told that ‘the law breaking will not 
be tolerated. If this is not sufficient, 
then the owner may call upon the 
prohibition office to arrest the offender, 
or turn the party over to the police. 
o place living up to the law will 
be i ered with. Any place seeking 
to aid in enforcing the law will be 
given every possible codperation. 
Federal Judge George A. Carpenter 
yesterday issued twenty-three tempo- 
rary injunctions against places 
charged with violations of the prohibi- 
tion laws.

DUG UP BIG LOOT 


Postal Of ficials Say 
Only Bonds Missing. 


San Antonio, Tex., Oct. 20-—[Spe 
clal.}—Posta! authorities tonight were 
skeptical of reports that members of 
the Rondout, III., mail robbery gang, 
recently released from prison, may 
have dug up on a ranch near here the 
$350,000 of the original $3,000,000 loot 
that is still missing and escaped wae 
it to Mexico. 

They pointed out that the missing 
$350,000 is in bonds, Liberty and com- 
mercial, and that they are practically 
valueless to a thief, and, furthermore, 
that there is ample evidence that 
these bonds went into the hands of 
Jimmy Murray, Chicago ward poll. 
tician, shortly after the robbery of 
June 12, 1924, and never were near 
Texas, 4 

Murray and William Fahy, former 
postoffice inspector at Chicago, are 
8 a sentence of 25 years for 

robbery. Six others all pleaded 
partes and took lesser terms. Of the 
latter, Joe and Willie Newton recently 
were released. 
Investigate Treasure Hunt. 

Joe Newton was paroled and Willie 
served’ out his sentence. Since their 
release from prison they are reported 
to have been living on their mother 8 
ranch at Del Rio, Tex., near here. ? 

San Antonio police started investi- 

gating the reports of the recovery of 
the missing loot when they learned 
that an apparently successful treasure 
hunt had been carried an over the 
week-end at the nearby ranch of Dr. | 
Dudley Jackson. 

Examination of the Jackson ranch 
showed that more than fifty test holes 
had been dug. In the midst of all 
these a huge excavation had been dug 
and on its edge wooden boxes, decayed 
as though by several years’ burial in 
the ground.

stranger, apparently an Italian, had, 
come to him and rented the ranch for 
two months. He said he departed long 
before that period had elapsed. Re- 
cently, Dr. Jackson said, another 
stranger came and offered him what 
he considered a high price for his land, 
but he refused because his land is in 
line with the residential growth of the | 
city.

TAXING PROBLEM 


J. 0. Rees Avers Raises, 
Cuts Offer Big Puzzle. 


Suggestion that the quadriennial as- 
sessment revision period be changed so 
that it will not coincide with the 
quadrennial election for mayor in,Chi- 
‘cago ‘was offered as a possible factor 
for remedying inequalities of valuation 

and assessment in Cook county. 
John O. Rees, who has been study- 
ing the local taxation problem for the 
joint commission on real estate valua- 
tion, created by the county board a 
year ago, included the suggestion in a 
report made yesterday. His views were 

-expressed before a conference of rep- 
resentatives of interested organizations 
at the Union League club. | 

Favor Long Study of Problem. 

Conclusions reached in a discussion 
of the subject appeared to be that the 
subject of tax reform in the county 
and city will be accomplished only_after 
long study and then with great dif- 
ficulty. | 

“ Looking at the assessment feature 
as a Whole, Mr. said, “the work 
of each board certainly is the grossest 
kind of reflection on the work of the 
other board—the board of assessors 
or boafd of review. 

“ An examination of records in thou- 
eands of cases indicates that they are 
working at cross purposes. Certainly if 
one is right the other is wrong. 

At the beginning of the period the 
assessors make their assessments and 
during the period the board of review 
revises upward or downward some 
150,000 to 200,000 individual assess- 


ments. 
Some Orie in Error. 
“Either they were wrong originally 
or the revision cannot be justified. In 
the next quadrennial the assessors tend 
to restore a majority of revised assess- 
ments to the original assessment. 


“At present the commission is | - 


checking tp results of the assessors 
in preparation of the 1927 assessment. 
It hopes to be able to determine the 
approximate average assessment, so as 
to be able to inform property owners 

at what percentage of the full value of 
their property it should assessed. 
The tax officials havs not the past 
informed property owners what this 
Average is and consequently property 
owners are in the dark as to what they 
are entitled to under the law.” ?

Gridiron Battle 


Mudhens Fill 
Lakes, Ponds 


and Bayous

Sailing along by the light of the Oc- 
tober moon, thousands of mudhens or 
coots have been winging their way 
southward this month and middle west- 
ern lakes, ponds, and bayous are now 
pretty well covered by these birds. The 
lowly old mudhen is no spectacular 
migrant. Unlike the geese and the 
ducks, who make showy pictures in 
the sky when they are on the move, 
the coot waits until night before he 
launches into the air for a southern 
march.
